Were the following pages offered as a 
composition, it would be difficult for the 
individual who presents them, to find 
words sufficiently humble to express her 
sense of such an intrusion; but they 
are merely a compilation of Scripture 
texts, which have never been altered, 
except to obtain a supplicatory form.

the object has been to preserve the 
very words of Scripture as inviolate as 
possible.

Manuscript was found an obstacle to 
their use; to obviate which, printing 
was the only remedy ; and it has been 
resorted to, in compliance with their 
wish, in the earnest hope that what 
has given satisfaction to a few, may, 
through God'^s blessing, afford assist- 
ance or consolation to others. 

These prayers have been arranged 
by one very incompetent to the task, 
during the intervals allowed in much 
bodily suffering and mental grief; and 
in gratitude to the '' God of all conso- 
lation,'' who has never forsaken her, 
the compiler takes this opportunity of 
acknowledging thankfully the efficacy 
of the Bible, through the blessing of 
the Spirit; in every hour of aeed it

has comforted and strengthened her, 
through yea« of varied trial it has 
never £ailed her, and it never can fail 
any who really seek its aid, for it is the 
word of God. 

In hours of agony and anguish, 
Ghrist has been the Day Star to 
brighten her darkest path ; and He still 
shines on all who look towards Him, to 
illumine every dreary cloud of sorrow.

The Bible teaches us that man by 
nature is totally depraved. 

"God saw that the wickedness of 
man was great in the earth, and that 
every imagination of the thoughts of 
his heart was only evil continually.'' — 
Gen. vi. 5. 

" The imagination of man's heart is 
evil from his youth." — Gen. viii. 21. 

Also, Ps. Iviii. 3. Prov. xxii. 15. 
EccL xi. 10. Ps.li. 5. Jobxiv. 4. Job 
XV. 14 — 16. Job XXV. 4 — 6. Jer. 
xvii. 9. 1 John i. 8—10.

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" We are by nature the children of 
wrath;'— Eph. ii. 3. 

"There is none righteous, no not 
one/' — Bom. iii, 10. 

Yet, 
" Without holiness, no man can see 
the Lord."''— Heb. xii. 14. 1 Thess. 
iv. 7. Matt. V. 8. 

Therefore some righteousness we 
must have ; yet it must be other than 
our own, we must seek for it elsewhere, 
since, " There is none that doeth good, 
no not one.'' — Bom. iii. 10 — 20. 

" For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God." — Bom. iii. 23. 

It is then clear that in, or of man, 
there can be no righteousness and no 
salvation. 

It is equally distinctly stated in 
the word of God, that the only real 
righteousness, acceptable in the sight 
of the Almighty, is of Christ alone. 
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In 1 Cor. i. 29—31, it is said, " That 
no flesh should glory in his presence. 

" But of him are ye in Christ Jesus, 
who of God is made unto us wisdom, 
and righteousness, and sanctification, 
and redemption. 

"That according as it is written. 
He that glorieth, let him glory in the 
Lord.'' 

See also Eph. ii. 8, 9 ; where it is said, 

" For by grace are ye saved through 
faith ; and that not of yourselves : it is 
the gift of God : not of works, lest any 
man should boast/' 

And again, 

" Being justified freely by his grace, 
through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus."— Rom. iii. 24—28. Eph. 
i. 7. Titus iii. 7. Gal. vi. 14. 

Thus it is evident we must be saved, 
justified, and glorified, through Christ 
alone.

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Yet works are necessary, because 
they are the proofs of faith. 

" Every good tree bringeth forth 
good fruit. 

" Wherefore by their fruits ye shall 
know them.'*' — Matt. vii. 16 — 20. And 
also 1 John ii. 3 — 6. 

Thus a living faith bringeth forth 
good works. 

^^ Faith if it hath not works, is dead, 
being alone/'— James ii, 17. 

" For as the body without the spirit 
is dead, so faith without works is dead 
also.**' — James ii. 26. 1 John ii. 3 — 6. 

" If any man be in Christ, he is a 
new creature.**' — 2 Cor. v. 17. And 
also Gal. vi. 15. 

And if he be really a new creature^ 
he is born again of the Spirit. 

^'Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.'' — 
John iii. 3. 
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'' That which is bom of the flesh is 
flesh ; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit;'— John iii. 6. 

And if the Spirit of God dwell in 
him, he will bring forth the fruits of 
the Spirit, which are 

" Love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance.'' 

Because 

They that are Christ's have crucified 
the flesh, with the affections and lusts. 
Those who live in the Spirit, also walk 
in the Spirit. See Gal. v. 22—26. 
And they have 

" Righteousness, and peace, and joy 
in the Holy Ghost." — Rom. xiv. 17. 

If, therefore, we do not bring forth 
the fruits of the Spirit, that Spirit does 
not dwell in us, and we are not the 
children of God, nor heirs of Christ. — 
Bom. viii. 14. Gal. iv. 7.

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But if not the children of God, and 
heirs of Christ, then we are heirs of 
death and hell, and children of the 
devil. — 1 John iii. 30. 

And our portion is where there is 
wailing and gnashing of teeth. — Matt, 
xxy. 30. 41. 46. Matt. xiii. 41, 42. 
49, 50. 2 Pet. iii. 7. 10—12. 

But if renewed by Christ, then we 
are saved from the wrath to come. — 
Bom. v. 8, 9. And Bom. viii. 4, 5. 

The lost image of God is restored to 
the soul (Bom. vi. 4, 6), which through 
sanctification of the Spirit is bom 
again. — 1 Cor. vi. 11. And Titus iii. 
5. 

And God dwells in us by the Holy 
Ghost, which brings forth the works of 
the Spirit, which are the evidence of 
Christ^s Spirit dwelling in us, and the 
proofs that we are his (1 John iv. 13. 
John XV. 15. 23): just as warmtli.

motion, and animation are proofs that 
life is in the body. 

But works are only evidences of the 
Spirit, when they are done from love to 
Christ (Col. iii. 17), who says, "If ye 
love me, keep my commandments.^^ — 
John xiv. 15. 

The motive of the actions, is the 
test of the faith being genuine, or 
counterfeit ; but as God only knoweth 
the motive in doing what may seem 
good. He only can tell them that are 
truly his (James i. 26. 2 Tim. ii. 19. 
Col. iii. 23) : for He sees the heart, 
and trieth its inmost thoughts. — Heb. 
iv. 12, 13. Ps. vii. 9. 

Therefore, 

Except works be done in the faith and 
love of Christ, they are an abomination 
to Him. — Bom. viii. 9. 

If they are done, and oflTered to God 
as deserving salvation or reward, they 
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are iniquity in his sight. — Isa. i. 13 — 
15. 

For we have nothing good of our 
own. — James i. 17. 

Even our best works, even our very 
repentance, even our very faith, all 
require the pardon of God, for all are 
marked by imperfection and sin. — Rev. 
V. 2—4. 

All require to be washed in the 
blood of the Lamb, who only is " worthy 
to obtain glory, and honour, and power.'' 
— Rev. iv. 11. Rev. v. 9. 1 John ii. 
1, 2. 

If we pray for it. He will give us of 
his Spirit. — John xvi. 24. 

For He who gave his own Son, will 
with Him freely give us all things 
needful to our soul's health and safety. 
— Rom. viii. 32. 

But it is " with him," we must 
receive Christ as our Lord and Saviour 
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(Bom. v. 1, 2) ; and then we shall, 
''with him," freely receive all things. 
— Acts iv. 12. John xiv. 6. Ool. ii. 
9, 10. 

Even the power to come to Him is 
of Himself, for we have nothing that 
He has not bestowed. — Bom. ix. 16. 
2 Cor. iii. 5. 

It] is all of Him (John xv. 4, 5) ; 
yet. He willeth not that any should 
perish, but that all should come unto 
Him and be saved. — 2 Pet. iii. 9.

SELF-EXAMINATION. 



Fervent prayer is needed constantly, 
for the Holy Spirit to enlighten, direct, 
sanctify, and guide us into all truth, for 
our Lord Jesus Christ'*s sake. 

Stop, after carefully reading each 
commandment, and consider if it has 
been broken. 

1. By any positive act of sin t 

2. By the omission of any known 
duty? 

3. By not avoiding situations likely 
to lead to temptation I 

4s. By the allowed thought of sin! 
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6. By want of control over idle, 
wandering, or questionable thoughts ? 

6. By irreverent or careless words, 
likely to be misunderstood by others ? 

7. By any act or habit of any sort 
whatever, which directly or indirectly 
could have even the s^pearance of evil ! 

8. By not cultivating to the very 
utmost of our power the holy tempers 
and dispositions which God's word en- 
joins ? And not improving as we ought, 
and might, by the means of grace 
afforded us ! 



It is needful to remember always^ 

1. That man is by nature a fallen 
creature, exposed to danger constantly 
from the world, the flesh, and the devil. 

2. Man is, owing to sin, imder the 
curse of God for all eternity. 

3. Man, therefore, of himself, can 
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hope for nothing from God, and can do 
nothing to please God or save himself. 

But, 

4. None of Gt>d^8 attributes can be 
violated. 

Therefore 

To satisfy GU>d's mercy, God found a 
way to restore and save man. 

To satisfy God^^s holiness, Christ of- 
fered, in mane's nature, a pure and spot- 
less life. 

To satisfy God'^s justice ; Christ of- 
fered on the cross, in mane's nature, an 
unblemished sacrifice for all mankind. 

To satisfy God's loving-kindness, 
Christ gives his Spirit freely to those for 
whom He died, as the means of uniting 
them to Himself, and in Him, to a re- 
conciled Father, by changing all that is 
evil in man into that which is good, thus 
making man, by sanctification, partaker 
of the same nature which pleased Gk>d 
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in Christ, and rendering man once more 
a being to whom holiness is happiness ; 
and whom a perfectly pure God can 
love through an eternity of glory. 

Thus 

The harmony is preserved through- 
out. The perfect attributes of God 
are aU satisfied. The perfection of the 
whole Ahnighty being in his purity, 
goodness, and power, is exhibited in a 
way none but a God would have di- 
vined, and man is saved in the only way 
which could have been complete. 

Because 

It combines all the attributes. He 
could have done all by a word, but 
where would have been the loving-kind- 
ness and purity ? That would have only 
shown power. 

Where the exhibition of the Trinity, 
without the revelation of Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost ? 
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God chose to begin the creation by 
using means. Therefore perfect con- 
sistency required means in creation, re- 
demption, sanctification. 

But reasons are not needful. It was 
Ood^s will it should be as it is. His 
word says so, and it is truth. 

Tou ask why I think a visible Church 

necessary ? 

I THINK a visible Church necessary, be- 
cause I find God has chosen such should 
exist, and made it clear that it is his 
will in every age of the world. 

No further argument is needful when 
evidence of God^s will is established, 
but it is easy to find abundant reason 
for this. 

In all God^s works and dealings there 
is and must be perfection ; and this re- 
quires harmony. 
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The character of God (if I may so 
speak), as revealed in the Bible, is a 
combination of perfect attributes, har- 
monizing into one perfect whole of 
power, purity, and loving-kindness. 

Consistency and order form part of 
power, and we trace these in all God'*8 
dealings with man. 

He could have framed the world, and 
all its living millions, by a word or a 
breath, but He chose to use means in 
the creation of the world and all it 
contains. 

He chose to use means, in the re- 
demption and salvation of mankind. 

And 

His consistency requires that means 
should also be used in the sanctification 
of mankind. 

A visible Church is one evident means 
to this end, and order is preserved un- 
broken, as revealed in the Bible, from 

I 2 
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the first dawn of visible worship com- 
manded by God; progressing in its 
types and shadows, clearing as age 
after age passed by, always under the 
distinct direction of the Almighty, to 
those appointed and fitted by Him, 
mitil all shadows and prophecies of the 
old dispensation were cleared and real- 
ized in the Lamb of God, who came to 
seek and to save the lost ; and to esta- 
blish a more spiritual and more perfect 
Church, endowed with greater gifts and 
privileges, to be finally perfected in 
glory, when our great High Priest, our 
Spiritual Head^ shall appear, and the 
whole Church Militant of every age 
shall be gathered together as the Church 
Triumphant in heaven ; when the body, 
which the Saviour took for its redemp- 
tion, shall be no longer needed, and 
shall be laid aside, so that ^' God may 
be aU in aU;^ 
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You further ask me — 

Why I prefer the Church established in 

England f 

And 
How I am to know which is the right 
mode of worship amongst the variety of 
forms and opinions f 

It might have predisposed me in its 
favour to remember that in it I was 
baptized by the wish of my parents, but 
I consider that each person is bound to 
examine for himself what his religious 
belief is, and the grounds upon which 
it rests, before making the voluntary, 
positive, and public profession of faith, 
which must be made by every one who 
goes to the Bishop to be Confirmed, 
and admitted to the Holy Communion of 
our Lord^s Supper. 

Because, 
By this act, he becomes an avowed 

I 3 
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and recognized member of the Church 
in which he does so. He thus acknow- 
ledges the validity of his baptism, and 
in doing so avows his belief in the 
truth of the Ghurch in which he was 
baptized. 

To separate from a true Church, of 
which a person has been made a mem- 
ber, is a clear act of schism, and schism 
is a sin. 

I judge no one, and for no one, but 
myself, and for myself. 

Before Confirmation I did examine 
what I believed, and why. It appeared 
to me then, and has done so more and 
more strongly ever since, that Scripture 
affords tests by which to judge of the 
form and mode of worship to some ex- 
tent, though each minute particular is 
left to the regulation of each branch of 
the Christian Church in different lands, 
as the '' angel ^^ or bishop may see fit ; 
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but though there is latitude in little 
and non-essential points in Scripture, 
there is none in principal points. The 
doctrine is plain of Trinity in Unity, 
and Unity in Trinity : Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost acting in the salvation and 
sanctification of them. 

The order and discipline are equally 
clear. 

Bishops, priests, and deacons being 
expressly named for the ministration of 
its ordinances. The means are also 
clear. 

In the Church in England alone, 
amidst conflicting sects, do I find these 
Scripture tests met. There, I do find 
these orders existing. There, I find 
the two sacraments duly and rightly 
administered. There, I find the Bible 
taught and read unaltered, and its doc-, 
trines contained in its beautiful Liturgy. 
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There, I find evidence of God's grace 
and blessing. 

Therefore 
I believe the Church in England to 
be a true branch of the Universal Ca- 
tholic Church of Christ, and as in its 
communion I have Uved, so do I hope 
to die. 

Christ is the bes^inninfi: and end of 
man's salvation. 

Christ is the source whence every 
blessing flows. Christ is the medium 
of matf s reconciliation with God — ^the 
channel through which every gift passes 
from God to man. 

Christ is the living principle which 
unites the broken branches once more 
to the parent stem from whence they 
fell. 

Christ is the vine ; the graft may re< 
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present faith; the sap may represent 
the Holy Spirit, which is the essence 
of the Godhead, which flows through 
every branch which has been really 
grafted into that vine, which is a fit 
emblem of that body which Christ took, 
that He might not only give his life'^s 
blood for his people, but unite the 
nature of the Godhead with theirs; 
thus assuming a form with which they 
could be associated; and as the fruit 
bears evidence that the branches are 
really and vitally united with the parent 
stem, so good works give proof that 
believers are really and vitally united 
with Christ, their Lord and Head. 

The same Spirit which fills the God- 
head has been, through Christ, com- 
municated to them. The same princi- 
ple of love which lead Him to leave his 
glory, to suffer and die for their salvation, 
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leads them to love and serve Him, and 
do what He has commanded. 

The same Spirit forms a bond or 
communion of saints. There is thus a 
spiritual relationship between them. It 
leads them also to love each other, and 
to seek to do good to others, because 
its tendency is the same wherever it 
exists. 

In Christ, the perfection of all that 
is holy, just, and good, we see the 
Spirit^s work complete. He exhibited 
it, as a spotless example of what human 
nature could be made ; and though man 
can never reach the bright pure image 
of an Incarnate God, that is the mark, 
that the aim fixed for man^s imita- 
tion. 

The essence of the Godhead dwelt in 
man^s nature in the person of Christ for 
man^s justification. He has taken that 
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nature into union with the Oodhead, as 
a perpetual channel through which the 
essence or Spirit of that Godhead may 
be communicated to man'^s soul, for his 
sanctification, to fit and prepare him 
for the glory which Christ has pur- 
chased for his people, that they may be 
with Him to all eternity ! 



In answer to the question : — 

Are v>e saved hy Ghrisfs rigldeoumesSy 
or hy faith in Christ f 

I SHOULD say, without hesitation and 
unreservedly, we are saved wholly by 
Christ. 

The Lord Jesus Christ came to seek 
and to save that which was lost. We 
have nothing in ourselves, no one good 
thing. We, therefore, have no faith 
in or of ourselves, any more than we 
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have repentance, or any other good 
work. 

Faith must spring from Ohrist, as 
well as every thing else which is right 
or good ; and it is expressly named as 
one of the fruits of that Holy Spirit, 
which we obtain through Christ alone : 
the fruits of the Spirit are enumerated 
in Gal. v. 22, 23 ; and we are told by 
the Lord Himself, in John xvi. 7, that 
the Holy Spirit is his gift. "I will 
send him (the Comforter) unto you,''' 
and He goes on to state his peculiar 
office. 

Scripture abounds with proof that 
&ith is not inherent in man, but is the 
result of the Spirit of God working in 
the heart ; and this Spirit is distinctly 
declared to be given by, and through 
Christ alone. To attribute our salva- 
tion, in whole or in part, to any thing 
but Christ, is to set up ouirselves ux- 
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stead of Him who alone is able to 
save us from the wrath to come; for 
there is none other name through which 
we can be saved, but that of the Lord 
Jesus Christ ; who is emphatically 
called, " The Lord our Righteousness/^ 
He is also declared to be made unto us, 
" Wisdom, Righteousness, Sanctifica- 
tion, and Redemption ;^^ and these 
terms include aJl that is holy, just, and 
good. Christ is the root from which 
our holiness and happiness, as well as 
salvation, spring. As well might we 
ask, whether the apple or the root be 
the source from which the tree de- 
rives its growth, and nourishment, and 
strength ? as to ask, whether Christ or 
faith be the cause of our salvation I 

To deny that Christ's righteousness 
is imputed and imparted to all his be- 
lieving people, is, in fact, to deny 
Christ Himself, and his holy Word;

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it is to fall into direct Socinianism, 
I view it. To deny that the righteoi 
ness of Christ is imputed to us, is 
deny the object of his death. W 
did Christ die ? Was it not to ato 
for sin ? How can his death avail si 
ners, if the virtue of his sacrifice be n 
imputed to them i they did not die i 
themselves. How then can the dea 
of another affect them, if its efficacy 
not imputed to them. 

To deny that the righteousness 
Christ is imparted to his people, is 
deny what Scripture distinctly assert 
"Ye must be bom again ;^^ see o 
Lord^s conversation with Nicodemi 
where the new birth is positively d 
clared to be the work of the Spirit, ai 
the absolute need of this new birth 
unreservedly stated, before it is post 
ble to enter heaven; we must be i 
newed in the image of Ood, before \ 
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can enjoy the holiness and the presence 
of God. Now this Spirit is the Spirit 
of Christ, and if this new birth can 
only be produced by the acting of this 
Spirit upon and within the heart, 
must not the righteousness of Christ 
be imparted, as well as imputed, to all 
who are his people ! His sacrifice, his 
righteousness, must be imputed to us 
in order to atone for our sins, and 
stand in our stead, and save us from 
the punishment we have justly deserved. 
His righteousness, his holiness, must 
be imparted to us, to create in us a 
clean heart, and renew a right spirit 
within us, so that we may be rendered 
capable of enjoying the happiness which 
his death has purchased for us, and 
which He has prepared for us in his 
kingdom of glory.

ON 

FUTURE RECOGNITION. 



Uavid^s expression when lamenting his 
child ; ^^ I shall go to him, but he shall 
not return to me.*" 

At the transfiguration of our Savi- 
our, it is distinctly inferred that Moses 
and EUas were known to each other ; 
as they are described as conversing in- 
telligently with Christ ; and not only 
known to each other, but they were 
made known also to those disciples who 
were witnesses of the beatific vision. 

The constant reference to Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob, is made in a way 



\ 
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which conveys the idea strongly to the 
mind, of their being together and 
known to each other ; they are stated 
by Christ to be " living ;^' and in the 
Old Testament they, and others of 
God'^s faithful servants, are mentioned 
as being ^^ gathered to their people and 
their fathers." 

The parable of the rich man and 
Lazarus, is still more clear, for there a 
distinct recognition is plainly declared ; 
and Abraham also appears to have 
been aware of the relative situations 
which Lazarus and Dives had borne to 
each other when on earth : this recog- 
nition gave no pain, caused no alloy to 
the bliss of Abraham and Lazarus; 
but it seems to have embittered the 
misery of Dives, together with the re- 
membrance of the state of his family. 

The following remark (made by a 
well-informed clergyman) applies to this

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subject : " Unless identity be preserved, 
a future state of rewards and punish- 
ments is a state which concerns no- 
body ; and if identity be preserved, re- 
cognition follows necessarily.^ And 
(according to the same authority) 
^^ the expression of Abraham, regarding 
Moses and the prophets, infers de- 
cidedly, that Moses and the prophets 
had knowledge of a future state of 
retribution.'^ 

The expressions in our Saviour's 
farewell address, related in St. John's 
Oospel, beautifully bring forward future 
reunion as present consolation. 

Ghrist^s words to the penitent thie^ 
" To-day thou shalt be with me : 
paradise.'' 

Stephen recognized our Lord in i 
vision previous to his death. 

St. Paul, in Col. i. 28, speaks 
" presenting" those whom he 
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taught, " perfect in Christ Jesus/' which 
surely implies a knowledge of them. 
And in 1 Thess. iv. from the 13th verse 
to the end, he certainly holds out this 
, anticipation, in words of powerful com- 
fort. 

Numerous other passages might be 
quoted, and particularly in the Revela- 
tion. Our Saviour is there repre- 
sented in a glorified form, yet still 
bearing a sufficient resemblance to the 
crucified Jesus to enable St. John to 
recognize his divine Master. 

In Rev. vi. 9 — 11, the souls of those 
who had died for the faith, are repre- 
sented as together, as knowing each 
other, and as knowing that their blood 
was not yet avenged on earth (although 
it does not appear conclusive that those 
who are gone, are aware of what 
passes in the world they have left, their 
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future recognition does to me seem 
clear). 

Again, in Rev. vii. 13 — 17, the blessed 
spirits are once more described as 
together, evidently inferring knowledge 
of each other. 

Again, in Bev. xiv. 12, 13 ; and in 
xxii. 9 ; the angel is shown to St. 
John as a ministering spirit, and of 
" his brethren the prophets :'*'* this last 
passage (according to the authority of 
the clergyman already quoted) may be 
rendered, or understood as meaning, 
" I am thy fellow-servant, and the fel- 
low-servant of thy brethren the pro- 
phets ^^ or a ministering angel to all 
the faithful followers of God, and hold- 
ing fellowship with them, as fulfiUii^ 
the will of the Almighty ; but not inti- 
mating that the angel was one of ^' the 
spirits of just men made perfect.'''' Bu' 
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supposing this to be the proper inter- 
pretation (which I have no doubt it is), 
it only does away with the idea of the 
angel having previously existed as man; 
but it does not at all interfere with the 
hope of future recognition ; indeed, 
strengthens it ; for fellowship is stated, 
and feUowship cannot exist without 
knowledge of each other. 

Thus does Scripture warrant the 
anticipation of future recognition, and 
we know that no hope there held out 
can be in vain. Every parable of our 
Lord bore on what has been, or what 
might be ; every human being clings to 
this hope. The savage dwells on it; 
the most devout Christians, in life and 
in death, have fondly indulged the 
notion of rejoining those gone before, 
and being joined by those left behind : 
it seems to be a feeling implanted in 
our nature, and surely not to beguile 
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us; but with a most beneficial ten- 
dency, it leads to our forming our 
friendships on the basis of religion : for 
without that, we dare not expect a 
blest immortality. It strengthens our 
wish for perseverance in well-doing, 
both in ourselves and friends; it is a 
powerful solace, when death removes 
those we love, to cherish the idea that 
we shall meet again. There is some- 
thing delightful in thinking, that those 
with whom we have held sweet com- 
munion here, wiU unite with us here- 
after, in a purified and perfect strain of 
praise to the God and Saviour of our 
trust and adoration, whfle strangers 
and pilgrims on earth. 

As to the objection some make, that 
this knowledge would be inconsistent 
with our happiness ; because we might 
miss some whom we had loved ; I see 
it not so ; for all difficulty vanishes be- 
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fore God, With Him all things are 
possible. He can reconcile all that to 
us seems hard to understand ; and we 
may be permitted the enjoyment, yet 
saved the pain. The angels rejoice in 
the conversion of a sinner, yet they 
feel no sorrow that injures their bliss, 
though thousands repent not ; and who 
can say that love for the guilty can 
possibly remain, in the feelings of a 
spirit rendered pure and perfect ? Is it 
not likely that the perfection of the 
redeemed soul will alienate the regard 
we may in this frail and sinful state 
have indulged for those whose errors 
we may even here have deplored, al- 
though affection was not quite extin- 
guished ; and where the very hope of 
the repentance of the sinner kept alive 
our interest; where nature caused our 
hearts to yearn for those near to us, 
even where no congeniality of senti- 
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ment existed i But our nature will be 
changed, and mortal ties will cease in 
heaven. Holy joy and communion can 
only exist between blest and kindred 
spirits; relatives and connexions may 
thus be separated, without causing the 
grief we might fancy now; for purity 
can hold no fellowship with impurity, 
but kindred souls may meet in happi- 
ness. And that union begun, amidst 
trial and sorrow, in Christian faith, 
may be perfected in never-ending feli- 
city, and form a part of our bliss in 
heaven. And the notion is not only 
harmless, but useful; it is innocent, 
even were it groundless ; for even if it 
were not to be realized hereafter, it 
could not mar our happiness there, to 
have hoped it here; because, in that 
case, our joy would be rendered com- 
plete without it, we shall need no so- 
lace there. In heaven, our bliss must 
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be entire ; whether exactly in accordance 
to our previous conceptions or not; 
where God is, holiness and rapture 
must be perfect. 

Letter written by B. 8, M,^ at the request 
of a Friend^ January^ 1836. 

My dear Friend, 

When I hear of any one still wan- 
dering in this world of trial, without 
tiiat firm abiding faith which alone can 
give peace at the last, I feel sorrow too 
great for expifession ; and an indescriba- 
ble longing to convey to them one of 
those moments of bright soothing sup- 
port, and calm happiness, which the 
Gospel of Christ has communicated to 
myself, during seasons of bodily agony 
and mental anguish, when all earthly 
help was vain. Gould they but expe- 
rience the bliss of this feeling for an 
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instant, they would doubt no more; 
they would exclaim, ^' There is reality 
in this!^^ ^^Yes, this is something 
which the world can neither give nor 
take away/^ And this is offered, but 
they will not accept; they are called, 
but they will not hear ; they are invited 
to " ask and receive,'' but they will not 
ask. Day after day passes and they 
heed not, though each second brings 
them nearer to that awful hour when 
^Hhe day of the Lord will come as a 
thief in the night ; in the which ihe 
heavens shall pass away with a great 
noise, and the elements shall melt with 
fervent heat, and the earth also, and 
the works that are therein shall be 
burned up \" " And the Son of man 
shall send forth his angels, and they 
shall gather out of his kingdom all 
things that offend, and them which do

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iniquity; and shall cast them into a 
furnace of fire : there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth '/^ 

Who can read those dreadful words 
without trembling i But perhaps some 
might answer me, " We do not believe 
them true." And is there one who 
doubts their truth I Is there one who 
can venture to assert, "These words 
are ialse V Let that one ask himself, 
in his silent chamber, when no human 
eye is near, " Do I indeed doubt their 
truth!" Let him read them aloud, 
when no human ear but his own is 
listening, and see whether his own heart 
will not bear witness to their truth. 
Let him fairly and honestly try it, and 
see whether there be not an inward 
quailing, a secret horror, which will tdUi 
him, at least, " It is possible these 
words may be true, and if they be true,

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oh ! where am I V He may scoff to 
others, he may express a bold disbelief 
to them, but, in solitude and silence, 
conscience will speak, and he knows, 
that at such times he dare not doubt. 

On every other subject he is reason- 
able ; he will examine and prove ; but 
on this, the most momentous of all, he 
will hear nothing, read nothing, search 
nothing. He knows that he must die, 
and he knows not how soon. This he 
knows and admits : perhaps he admits, 
too, that there is a place beyond the 
grave. Yet he can go coolly on with- 
out dismay, in ignorance and indiffer- 
ence, as to what that world may be, or 
what may be his portion there. 

Is this rational ? Is it wise ! Oh ! 
could he catch but one glimpse of those 
who have been summoned hence, struck, 
perhaps, in a moment, in the midst of 
dreams, such as his; hurried, they 
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knew not whither, to awaken from their 
lethargic sleep in the flames of hell. 

Could he hear the direful yells of re- 
morse and misery which they now utter, 
he would start in terror from the abyss 
near which he stands, lest he too should 
be plunged into its tremendous depth, 
with all his guilt upon his head. 

Oh ! how can any creature possessed 
of common sense exist a moment in 
such a terrific state of uncertainty, 
when escape from it is not only prac- 
ticable but free. 

A path is pointed out, a way is 
directed, a fountain is offered for sin, 
peace in this life, and glory in the world 
to come. All are held forth in the 
Bible, which declares that Jesus ^Ms 
the way, the truth, and the life.'^ 
Others have tried it, and found it suffi- 
cient for every need ; they have suffered, 
they have died: it consoled and sup- 
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ported them, why may he not iJso 
benefit by it. Oh ! could he but wit- 
ness the joy unspeakable with which 
myriads of beaming spirits would wel- 
come him within the fold, he would not 
hesitate at least to ^' search the Scrip- 
tures.^^ Some dear to him may be 
gone to join that heavenly host, others 
may soon follow. Is there no one that 
he would grieve to be separated from 
for ever ? 

Surely the test is worth examination ; 
he can lose nothing by investigation, and 
he may gain much; the expedient is 
simple, it is within reach, it may suc- 
ceed. Life, or death; peace, or tor- 
ment; happiness incalculable, or woe 
inconceivable ; heaven, or hell, hang on 
the result. Surely it is worth trying, 
whether the Bible can 4nake good its 
protnise, " Seek, and ye shall find i*^ 
whether by asking we shall obtain, and 
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whether the grace which we are told to 
ask for is indeed sufficient to give us 
peace, in looking forward to death and 
judgment. 

But, let it not be forgotten, there is 
a condition annexed to the promises of 
the Bible ; it only undertakes that we 
shall have, if we ask, believing, in the 
name of Jesus; it promises nothing, 
except through Christ; it is therefore 
only fair to judge of it on its own 
terms; it only declares that what we 
ask in his name we shall receive ; neither 
does it promise that we shall receive all 
that we ask, exactly in the way, and at 
the time we may fix ; but it does pledge 
itself that every sincere prayer for grace, 
which is offered in the name of Jesus, 
shall be answered, and that God will, 
with Him, freely give us all things pro- 
fitable for us, at the time, and in the 
way, which He sees best for us ; and it 
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does undertake, that none who thus 
come shall in any wise be cast out. If 
we be destitute of faith, we can still 
pray to have the faith bestowed, I 
have never known a single instance of 
its failing any one, who sought it in 
earnest; and I will venture to say it 
never will fail, nor disappoint any one 
who really seeks its aid in sincerity and 
truth. 

Oh ! may my fervent prayers be heard 
for all who shut out its light ! f>May they 
be brought to feel its comfort, and to 
know its truth, so that they may have 
true abiding joy i
